ST. JOHN'S, Nfld. (CUP) - A 
Newfoundland mayor has out- 
raged women's groups after 
saying that violence against 
women is "understandable". 

During a waste management 
conference on Monday, St. John's 
Mayor John Murphy told his au- 
dience a story that some activists 
say epitomizes the reasons for still 
having marches against violence. 

CBC radio reported that Murphy, 
in relating a conversation he had 
with the mayor of Bristol during 
the Cabot 500 Celebrations, said 
the low number of security guards 
at the festivities showed that "we 
[St. John's] don't have much 
crime." 

He went on to say: "The odd 
fellow shoots his girlfriend, but 
that's understandable. Apart from 
that, we're very peace-loving and 
you can go out at night without 
any trouble." The audience 
laughed at the anecdote. 

Murphy, who is running for 
re-election, made the comments a 
day after 60-year-old Mary 
Margaret O'Reilly was shot and 
killed. Her husband, Gerard 
O'Reilly, faces a charge of first- 



degree murder for the shooting. realized what he'd said. 



Gloria Williams, a women's issues 
advocate who volunteers with sev- 
eral women's groups in the city, says 
Murphy's story and the audience's 
reaction were outrageous. 

"Four women in the province have 
died this year from men killing their 
wives or girlfriends," she said. "This 
is a very serious issue and [Murphy] 
made a big joke and mockery of it." 

She said it is because of attitudes like 
those expressed by Murphy that 
events like the Take Back the Nigh 
March must go on. Women across 
the province will participate in the 
12th annual march later this month. 

"[Murphy's comment] is unaccept- 
able," she said. "This is one example 
of why we, in 1997, need to walk." 

Murphy later apologized publicly for 
his comments. 

"I was illustrating the fact that we are 
a crime-free city and it was all very 
jocular and so on — and then this 
hideous statement of mine came out," 
he said. 

Murphy told local media that he 
phoned the head of the Provincial 
Advisory Council on the Status of 
Women and apologized when he 



"It's just something that slipped out 
in along speech that I was making, a 
humorous speech — I thought it was 
funny, anyway, they all seemed to 
like it." 

Williams says comments like those 
made by Murphy show that women 
still have along way to go in their 
struggle against violence, and it's a 
fight everyone must engage in. 

"One of the reasons it takes so long 
for change is that people just put the 
responsibility off on a small number 
of people," she said. "Whether or not 
you have experienced violence in your 
life, or you know someone who 
has... doesn't mean you can't get out 
and support your sister who has ex- 
perienced violence." 

The first Take Back the Night March, 
held in San Francisco in 1978, was 
organized as an anti- pornography 
walk. Since then, Take Back the 
Night has become an international 
event, expanding its mandate to en- 
compass all forms of violence against 
women. 

St. John's held its first such march in 
1985, organized by volunteers at the 
St. John's Rape Crisis Centre. The 
march continues to run annually on 
the third Friday of every September.

More students than ever relying on

OTTAWA (CUP) - More students 
than ever before are relying on 
government-funded student loans 
to finance a post-secondary edu- 
cation. 

The most current Canada Student 
Loan statistics available report that 
338,867 people received student 
loans during the 1995-96 academic 
year, an increase of almost 100,000 
people since 1990-91. 

With total postsecondary educa- 
tion enrollment hovering at about 
one million, that means more than 
one out of every three students has 
to borrow to pay for their educa- 
tion. 

Those numbers don't include Que- 
bec or the Northwest Territories, 
which run separate student aid 
programs. Also not included are 
the number of students who nego- 
tiate loans with private banks. 

Brad Lavigne, national chairper- 
son of the Canadian Federation of 
Students, says the reason more 
people are borrowing is because 



government loans 



rising educational costs have out- 
stripped earnings. 

"It's an overall decline in real wages, 
particularly for young people," 
Lavigne said. "In real terms, wages 
for a university graduate today is 
equivalent to a high-school graduate 
in the late 1970s." 

Also, in the past 10 years the average 
tuition fees for an undergraduate arts 
program has doubled, Statistics 
Canada reports, while the cost of 
living increased 37 per cent. 

The result has been what Lavigne 
calls a "debt explosion." The CFS 
reports that since 1990 the average 
debt load of students who borrow 
increased from $8,700 to $25,000 by 
the end of this year. 

In that same period there has been a 
sharp increase in the number of stu- 
dents going broke. Human Resources 
Development reports that 7,850 
Canada Student Loan recipients de- 
clared bankruptcy during the 1995- 
96 school year. In 1990-91 that 
number was just 3,300. 

Those numbers show that fewer peo- 



ple can afford a postsecondary edu- 
cation Lavigne says. 

"At one point one could argue that it 
was the lower income people who 
couldn't afford [postsecondary edu- 
cation]," he said. Now what we are 
seeing is the emergence of middle- 
class people who can't afford it and 
are forced to take out student loans." 

Lavigne puts a lot of the blame on the 
federal and provincial governments. 
As all levels of government try to 
reduce their deficits transfer payments 
and educational funding have de- 
creased sharply. 

Hoops Harrison, executive director 
of the Canadian Alliance of Student 
Associations, says postsecondary in- 
stitutions must also shoulder some of 
the blame. 

"I think it is a conscious choice by 
universities to recover costs from the 
students themselves," Harrison said. 
"They are looking more to gain rev- 
enues from tuition rather than make 
their own operation more efficient. 

"This solidifies what we ' ve been say- 
ing for a long time that students have 
hit the debt wall." 



U of T to offer honorary 
degree to George Bush

TORONTO (CUP) - A decision by the University of Toronto to offer former 
U.S. President George Bush an honorary degree is creating controversy on 
campus. 

The decision was unanimously endorsed by the university's honorary 
degree committee and received near unanimous support from U of T's 
governors at its closed session council meeting on Monday. But the former 
director of the Central Intelligence Agency has yet to accept the invitation. 

"It's remarkable any public institution would honour this person. You'd 
think they'd put him on trial," said leading foreign policy specialist Steven 
Shalom, a professor at William Patterson College. 

The decision was made on the heels of a similar controversy at the University 
of Victoria after it recently offered China's President Jiang Zemin a degree. 
After a public outcry on the UVic campus, he declined the offer citing 
scheduling problems. And members of the U of T are hoping for similar 
results at their university. 

"I'm appalled to hear this," said a shocked Suzanne Doerge, an alumni at the 
UofT. 

"Living in Nicaragua, I've seen first hand the policies that Reagan held up 
and Bush followed through on," said Doerge who was in Nicaragua at the 
height of the U.S. -backed Contra war against the Sandinista government. 
"To see the destruction of democracy and violation of human rights that 
Reagan and Bush were responsible for - to see the destruction not only of 
lives but also a dream is really awful." 

Political scientist Shalom says Bush's support for counter-insurgency in 
Nicaragua is just one example in a long career marked by back-door dealings 
with dictators, brutal covert operation and up-front invasions. 

"This is a guy whose government is condemned by the World Court. This 
is a guy who is responsible for invasions condemned by the Organization of 
American States." 

In 1 986, the International Court of Justice found that Nicaragua had been a 
victim of aggression at the hands of the U.S., a ruling that the Reagan-Bush 
administration ignored. 

"This is a guy who is involved in one of the most significant foreign policy 
scandals of the 1980s," added Shalom, alluding to the Iran-Contra scandal 
that broke in 1987. While secretly providing arms to Iran, the Reagan-Bush 
administration redirected profit to fund the Contras. 

Fourth-year U of T student Jorge Hurtado is a human face to this approach 
to foreign policy. Born in Chile in 1973 - the year the CIA orchestrated the 
overthrow of the democratically-elected Allende government - Hurtado 
spent the first two years of his life without his father. A member of the 
governing socialist party in Chile from 1970 to 1973, his father was 
imprisoned until 1975 when the family came to Canada. 

"You're lying. Are you serious?," asked Hurtado upon hearing the news. 
"The fact that he was director of the CIA in the 1 970s is enough to make your 
stomach turn. He launched I don't know how many invasions." 

But Jean Smith, U of T political science professor who specializes in U.S. 
government, says these criticisms are unwarranted. 

"Mr. Bush is a distinguished American," he said, dismissing his track record 
as director of the CIA, Vice-President or President as insignificant. "It's 
almost like going back and saying what he did in high school. You're 
picking fly shit out of black pepper." 

If he accepts the honour, Bush will be conferred with the degree at a Nov. 
17 convocation. 
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News From The Academic Senate

LU's Academic Senate has 
selected most of its Presidential 
Search Committee. The Committee 
is charged with finding Dr. Ross 
Paul's replacement and is expected 
to report to Senate sometime in Janu- 
ary. Dr. Paul is leaving LU at the end 
of December to become the President 
of the University of Windsor. 

Representing students on the 
committee will be SGA President 
MikeGrube. The Faculty representa- 
tives will be Matt Bray, Richard 
Schell, Werner Rank and Anne-Marie 
Mawhiney. Drawn from the Board 
of Governors will be Jim Ashcroft, 
Bob Del Frate, Louise Cantin and 
Doug Los, who will Chair the com- 
mittee. 

According to Grube, one 
non-faculty position on the commit- 
tee remains vacant and will be filled 
according to representative needs on 
the committee. He says that "exten- 
sive internal consultations" will take 
place to determine what qualities and 
qualifications the committee should 
especially demand, before a list of 
candidates is created. The call for 
applications is being published this 
week. 



Mike Grube demanded an 
explanation from Senate regarding 
1997-1 998 's academic scheduling. 
Apparently , a number of classes were 
without professors when students re- 
turned to school two weeks ago. Mr. 
Grube was also concerned at the 
number of "core courses" (those 
courses required by a program for a 
degree) that were not being offered 
this year. Mr. Geoff Tesson, Vice- 
President Academic, took up the chal- 
lenge and indicated that the problem 
of missing profs has been resolved. 
He added that some of the courses 
had to be cancelled. 

Grube has said that the con- 
fusion is, at least in part, attributable 
to LUFA's collective bargaining 
agreement. The C A stipulates that no 
professor may sign more than three 
consecutive one-year contracts. 
LUFA believes that at that point, the 
University should acknowledge the 
need and offer a tenure -track posi- 
tion. However, the principle was 
waived this spring to facilitate sched- 
uling. LUFA, contrary to the Univer- 
sity's expectations, did not permit 
the waivers this autumn. LUFA's 
general meeting was to be held this 
past Monday, and Mr. Grube hoped 



to attend. Mr. Grube would like to 
hear from any students who have had 
difficulty with their classes this year. 
Mr. Tesson advises students 
who are missing one or more of their 
core courses to consult their academic 
advisor. There are options available 

to the student.

Some of the details of a 
"confidential" document related to 
LU's interest in the Willet Green 
Miller Centre were briefly discussed 
at the meeting. Apparently, as of 
August 28 1997, LU in conjunction 
with the SRDC (Sudbury Region 
Development Corporation) and the 
Region of Sudbury are co-applicants 
to assume control of the Centre. 
Described by Dr. Paul as a "working 
paper", the document stipulates a 
purchase price of $5.5 million - $2 
million for the building itself, and an 
additional $3.5 million for the equip- 
ment therein. Dr. Paul indicated that 
LU has no money to contribute to the 
purchase price of the $70 million 
complex, but hoped that government 
and private sector assistance could 
support the acquisition. 



Evidence, Conspiracies, Lies, Truth

This past Friday I was a guest 
of Dr.Leonard Horowitz, D.MD,MA 
and M.PH at the Holiday Inn in Sud- 
bury, key speaker of the Ontario 
Fibromyalgia Society Conference 
entitled, Common Cause Against 
Common Foe.

Though I do not adhere to 
the beliefs of Dr.Horowitz, for a 
plethora of reason, I do accept the bit 
of wisdom which states, "In every lie 
there is a bit of truth."

Voyageurs Hall of Fame Inductees 

LU has announced its 1997 Alumni Voyageur Hall of Fame Inductees. 
Dr. Sandy Knox and Norm Vickery will be inducted in the Builders 
category, while Richard Proceviat, Pat Smith and the 1962-1963 Men's 
Basketball team will be inducted as Athletes. The ceremony will be on 
the evening of October 1 7 at the Idylwylde Golf and Country Club. 

Dr. Knox is the Chair of the Division of Physical Education and has 
represented LU on University athletics committees in the OUA A, OWI A A 
and the CIAU. She was Vice-President of Programs for the CI AU from 
1990-1993. 

Norm Vickery coached the Lady Vees Basketball team to their incredible 
run during the 1970's through which they amassed five championships 
in both the OWIAA and the CIAU. The team went 132 and 13, and were 
undefeated in regular season play for four consecutive seasons. Four of 
his players are now coaching at the university level. 

Mr. Proceviat led the OIAA in scoring in 1 965 and 1 967. Described as the 
"star" of the team, he scored 56 goals and added 87 assists during his four- 
year run, through which the Voyageurs won three OIAA titles. Mr. 
Proceviat enjoyed a brief career with the NHL's St. Louis Blues, and 
played in the WHL until 1977. He served on the coaching staff for the 
Lady Vees in the early 1980's, and is a member of the Sudbury Regional 
Police Service. 

Pat Smith went to high school at Lockerby Composite School and earned 
her Bachelor's of Physical Education in 1975. She was LU's Female 
Athlete of the Year in 1972, and has been teaching and coaching at the 
Toronto Board of Education for 21 years. She was awarded OFSSAA's 
Pete Beach Award in J 991 for her dedication to the promotion of high 
school athletics. 

The '62-'63 LU men's basketball team won the OIAA title by defeating 
McMaster 74-62 and Waterloo 79-69. The LU team endured two 
coaching changes during the pre-season, going 4-4, before committing to 
Lyall Beaton. Under Mr. Beaton they went 7- 1 in the regular season and 
captured LU's first provincial title., 

1997-1998 Dean's Scholars 

LU has also announced its 1997- 1998 Dean's Scholars. Lindsay Heubner 
is the Scholar in Professional Schools and is enrolled in Kinesiology. 
Julie Lapalme is the Social Sciences* Scholar and is studying Psychol- 
ogy, while Nelson Eng, who had his name here last week as the top 
Ontario high school scholar, is the Scholar in Sciences and Engineering. 
The renewable scholarship is valued at $5,000 a year.

WHO IS TO BLAME ? 



AMIABLE LIBRARIAN 

Your reference centre employee (1 2:30pm) was excellent in showing me 
how to obtain books on reserve. Older students, not familiar with 
computerized equipment are often afraid to tackle new challenges. I, for 
one, was grateful for his help. P.SL Thank him for informing me about the 
library instruction classes. — Grateful. 

REPLY: It is very encouraging when the First comment of new term is so 
positive and for those new to this column — this is not a cooked up 
comment. You can read it for yourself in front of the library! 

But you are right — computers may be scary since every computer 
has its own way of working. For those in the same boat as Grateful, be 
advised that the reserve Collection is located behind the main circulation 
counter on the second floor — on your right as you are about to leave. The 
Reserve Collection contains items that have been placed there by profes 
sors for their courses. All items are on short term loan because there are 
a limited number of copies available which must be read by a large number 
of students. To find these items, you have to start with the on-line 
catalogue(OPAC), and select menu item 6 (Reserve /Instruction) or 7 
(Reserve/Course). When you select Menu Item #6, you would type in 
your Prof.'s name followed by an asterisk *, 

By the way, some items on reserve are taken from other parts of the 
library and retain their call numbers. On reserve, everything is organized 
by accession number, so when you are borrowing it, all you have to do is 
ask for it by that number. 
Example: One of Dr. Steedman's reserve items is entitled Main Currents 
in Sociological Thought and its call number when in general circulation 
is: HM 1 9 A73. On Reserve it's number is 454 and that is the number you 
use when getting it 

QUESTION: I Need to get some definitions on Climatology but the text 
book which contains them is sold out by the book store. Can you help me? 
Frustrated. 

REPLY: You can start by using the on-line catalogue under subject and 
type in "Climatology Dictionaries". There should be one entry under that 
heading. If the book is in use, a second possibility is to do another subject 
search under just "Climatology". You will be supplied with a number of 
texts other than the one you were supposed to buy on that topic, and then 
you can head up to the third floor of the library to the QC section to browse 
through them. A third opinion is to use Internet. While there are a number 
of good search engines out there, The Amiable Librarian's Favorite is the 
Webferret. This little piece of software, available to you on some library 
machines, searches about ten regular search engines at once. Faster than 
any of them and it also allows you to sort your results alphabetically. 
Using it, you can find definitions on Climatology through the "Net", in 
seconds. 



There are certain services that 
students who attend post-secondary 
institutions can expect such as a reg- 
istrar office, a treasury office, student 
services office, and most of all to 
have qualified Professors teaching 
them their material. This year the 
expectation has been pre-mature, 
since mere are some classes that do 
not have Lecturer's assigned to them. 
Students who are registered and have 
paid quite allot of money are being 
told that their required course do not 
have faculty assigned to mem. Some 
of these faculty have been teaching 
the courses that they designed while 
they are not under contract anyway. 
We at the S.G.A. would like to ap- 
plaud the faculty that have continued 
to teach and not use students as a 
bargaining tool. The two factions 
that are at the root of the problem are 
the Laurentian University Faculty 
Association (LUFA) and the Lauren- 
tian University Administration (LU). 
It is absolutely incredible to think 
this institution would put themselves 
into this situation. For years Lauren- 
tian has been trying to shake the label 
of last chance U and this situation 
does nothing to improve those 
chances. This problem has not just 
recently developed but has been on- 
going for many years. 

The issue stems from the Col- 



lective agreement between the Uni- 
versity and the Faculty association. 
In the Collective agreement it states 
that the University may not extend 
the contract of a Faculty member for 
more man three consecutive years. 
The Union believes faculty needed 
for more than three years should be 
given stability and a commitment 
from the University. What has oc- 
curred over the last number of years 
is the Union has signed memoran- 
dums of agreements waving this 
policy. This has been with the under- 
standing that theses were exceptions 
and not the rule. In the spring of this 
year the issue arose again and again 
LUFA sign the waivers. They signed 
1 Oof these agreements with the strong 
message that mis would not take place 
in the future. In Aug. of this year 4 
more of these agreements were 
brought forward and the LUFA Board 
decided not to sign them. So without 
warning these Professors were left 
out in the cold and the students were 
left paying for services they were not 
receiving. If LUFA was not intend- 
ing to sign these memorandums then 
they should not have signed the ones 
in the spring. LU knows this situa- 
tion occurs ever year and instead of 
making the tough decisions neces- 
sary, puts the faculty union in a very 
difficult position.

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Profile of a Con Artist

What is it about con art- 
ists that enable them to swin- 
dle so many people for so much 
money? Do they have magic 
powers, or psychic abilities? 
Or are they just very lucky? 
They are in fact experts in hu- 
man behavior and psychology. 
They study people with such 
intensity and observe so as- 
tutely that they can predict re- 
actions and manipulate peo- 
ple into doing what they want 
them to do. The clever con 
artist is a good actor who dis- 
arms his victims with smooth- 
talking and an easy charm. Con 
artists make people believe that 
they are on your side and only 
want to help. All they really 
want to do is help themselves 
to your money. 

The typical con artist is 
not bothered by such trivial 
things as morality or a con- 
science. Anyone can be a po- 
tential victim, even the eld-, 
erly, the infirm, or the emo- 
tionally unstable. Most con 
artists believe that their vic- 
tims deserve whatever hap- 
pens to them. After all, there 
must be a seed of greed in the 
victim already for them to fall 
for the scams offered by the 
con artist. The con artist sim 



that you're getting something 
for nothing, you will end up 
with nothing. When you've 
worked hard to earn your 
money, don ' t just turn it over to 
someone who promises to make 
it grow for you unless you've 
completely checked them out, 
you know that they deserve it 
and will actually do what they 
say they will do. 

Other tip off to a scam 
include pressure to act quickly. 
This is very common in scams 
because it leaves you very little 
time to check into the scam and 
realize that you are getting 
swindled. You have no time to 
ask any questions or have any 
second thoughts. They get your 
money and you get left hang- 
ing in the wind. Anything that 
is offered as a last chance deal 
is usually meant to cause a lit- 
tle bit of panic and force you to 
act quickly, without thinking it 
over., Most great deals will 
eventually be offered again, if 
they are legitimate. 

A prime example of these 
pressure tactics is the case of 
the ad in the classifieds in the 
New York Times. The ad stated 
that you only had five days left 
to send in your five dollars. 
There was absolutely no infor- 
mation about what the five dol- 
lars was for or why on earth 



ply exploits the downfalls of y° u ' d want t0 send in five do1 " 

lars. The ad ran for the next 



the victims for his or her own 
ends. Unfortunately, most vic- 
tims also believe that it was 
their own fault for being so 
stupid and greedy as to fall for 
the swindle and therefore do 
not always report the crime. 

Some ways to detect a 
con artist include watching for 
the use of key words and 
phrases. Because con artists 
can have any age, shape, and 
look, you must pay attention 
to their behavior and manner- 
ism in order to spot them. Be 
cautious of things like: cash 
only, why can't you use any 
other method of payment? All 



five days and each day the num- 
bers of days left went down

sands of people succumbed to 
the pressure and sent in the 
money. Some enterprising con 
artists only had to go to his PO 
box and pick up the money! 

You may think that you 
could never be swindled; that 
only happens to pathetic peo- 
ple who don 't know any better. 
Sorry to burst your bubble, but 
anyone can be conned. The 
easiest targets are people who 
are lonely or unhappy and are 



legitimate businesses allow 

you to chose your method of ^J^^^f^^ 

payment. By forcing you to 



pay cash, they have your 
money immediately and can 
disappear with it before you 
catch on to their scam. 

Anything that seems too 
good to be true, is usually not 
very good and not very true. 
Get rich quick schemes should 
always be carefully investi- 
gated before you act on thern. 
There are very few things in 
life that have big payoffs for 
little work. When you think 



the seemingly nice con man. 
The very term con artist comes 
from the fact that these devi- 
ants nurture your confidence 
and trust. Eventually they will 
take you for everything they 
can. While you don't want to 
turn into a cynical and suspi- 
cious person, questioning the 
motives of everyone you meet, 
don't be too naive about peo- 
ple or too cocky about your 
own ability to detect aeon when 
you see one.

Protect Yourself 



Just knowing that there are con artists out there is not enough to protect yourself from 
getting swindled. Everyone is susceptible to their cons and needs to take precautions to keep 
from getting swindled. As with many other things in life, there are certain do's and don'ts. 
So here is a list that will hopefully help you defend yourself against scams, fraud, and con 
games of any sort. If you simply take a few extra precautions, chances are that the swindler 
will move on to an easier target, 

1) DO NOT give out your credit card number ove* the phone or to anyone that you are not 
100% sure is legitimate. Once a con artist has your number, all sorts of things will start 
showing up on your bill that you know nothing about but will have to pay for anyway. 

2) DO NOT give out your bank account information. There really is no reason for any 
legitimate business to have that information. Only cons need it, for their own nefarious 
purposes. 

3) DO NOT give in to pressure to buy something or invest money right away. Never rush into 
something without checking it out. Don't worry about losing out on a great deal by waiting, 
if it's that great, it will keep. 

4) DO NOT buy into get rich quick schemes or any offers that seem too good to be true. These 
are classic examples of scams designed to prey on greed and laziness. Nine times out of ten 
you will get burned. 

5) DO NOT hand over large sums of money to anyone, especially a stranger, no matter how 
promising the deal looks. You open yourself up to all sorts of scams, and don't think that they 
won't come back at a later date with a different scam and try and swindle you again, they 
probably will. 

6) DO NOT discuss your personal financial situation anywhere that can be overheard by 
strangers or with people that you do not know well. Con artists are always on the look out for 
their next target 

7) DO investigate any company or individual that you are planning on giving money to. Call 
the Better Business Bureau or the Consumer Affairs office in your area to cheek out the 
legitimacy of the company. Anyone who seems shady probably is. 

8) DO get all of the pertinent information about the company, including their address, and 
references. When you call to verify things, do not use the phone numbers that they provided. 
Instead, get the numbers from public listings i.e. from the phone book or information. You 
need to make sure that you're not just calling the con man himself. 

9) DO check the identification of anyone posing as repair men or public service people who 
are trying to get into your home. Again, do not use the phone numbers that they provide, look 
up the number yourself. Don't feel bad about making them wait outside while you do your 
checking, it's better than letting a fraud into your house. Bear in mind that most legitimate 
companies will give you advance warning of service calls, or will book an appointment with 
you. 

10) DO ask a lot of questions about the background and history of anyone who wants money 
from you. The other thing to be careful about is that sometimes con artists don't ask for money 
right away, as they will be very patient as they build your trust. 

When you are always questioning the motives of people who are seeking money from 
you, or are a little too ingratiating, you reduce the chances of getting swindled. Police 
departments often publish a list of scams that are being operated, as well as how to protect 
yourself and what to look for. The Better Business Bureau has all the information you need 
in order to verify the legitimacy of a company or registered business. There are always 
alternatives that you can pursue in order to be absolutely sure that people are what they seem. 
Don't be afraid to take your time and get all of the information you can. In the end you'll be

900 Phone Number Scams 

These 900 numbers are 
not always for sex lines, so get 
your minds out of the gutter 
right now.

dlers have many different ap- 
proaches but they all have one 
thing in common; they end up 
costing you. They may prom- 
ise a product or service but you 
either get nothing in return or 
something that is far less than 
what they promised to send 
you. In credit repair scams, 
you are promised a new credit 
card even if you have a bad 
credit rating and can not get 
one anywhere else. What you 
end up getting is a list of banks 
that you can apply to for a 
credit card and a $30 fee on 
your phone bill. 

The 900 number scams 
are also used in conjunction 
with various other scams that 
are being pulled off. When 
swindlers are running a phony 
contest scam, not only are they 
stealing your money outright, 
but to add insult to injury, they 
charge you to do it! The thing 
to remember with this kind of 
scam is that the longer they 
keep you talking, the more you 
pay. Don't worry about being 
too polite if you happen to call 
one of these numbers, if you 
feel that you might be the vic- 
tim of a scam, hang up right 
away and call the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau in your area. 

Hustlers 

There are a lot of ways to 
get hustled, and if you ever 
even realize that you have been 
hustled, it's usually too late to 
do adamn thing about it. We've 
all heard the cliche of the pool 
hustle (pretending you can't 
play until bets are laid, then

winning and taking all of the 
money). This one is tried and 
true and actually still works- 1 
have friends who do this for 
smokes. Another common 
hustle has to do with card tricks. 
Picture this scenario: 2 guys 
are sitting in a diner, one says 
that he's going to show the 
other one a really cool card 
trick and the second one says 

"Oh no, not 

again. You 
suck at doing 
card tricks, 
just give it 
up." 

At this point, 
you, the 
mark, are 
brought in 
by the friend 
who wants 
to show that 
his friend 
can't do card 
^^^^=^=^ tricks. Bets 
are laid that the guy can't do 
the card trick. Obviously he 
does and you lose your money. 
The best part of the whole scam 
is that the con artist then offers 
to teach you the trick, for a 
small fee of course, so that you 
can go on and hustle someone 
else. The thing with these 
small-time hustles is that you 
should always beware of a sure 
bet, and of cons working in 
pairs, even if they may not ap- 
pear to be together. 

Credit Scams 

"Do you have poor 
credit? Are you having trouble 
obtaining a VISA or 
Mastercard or other major 
credit card because of poor 
credit rating or other reason?" 
Beware of con artists and their 
phony credit card offers. Some 
seemingly legitimate programs 
to extend your credit will end 
up costing you a lot of money, 
and you won't get the credit 
cards you thought you were 
being offered. These scams 
can start with a phone call , pam- 
phlet in the mail, or even 
through an infommercial. The 
claims made include an 
oppourtunity to get a new credit 
card and to restore your credit 
rating, as always there is a fee 
for the service. 

The 'piece de resistance' 
here is that when your credit 
card arrives, if it ever does, it is 
only good if you order from a 
certain company or catalogue. 
This company is owned by the 
company that issued you the 
credit card and is absolutely 



useless anywhere else, not to 
mention the fact that your credit 
rating is still the pits. The 
merchandise in the catalogue 
is almost always of inferior 
quality and grossly overpriced. 
While it is easy to see how 
people could get hooked into 
this scam, anyone who is dumb 
enough to actually purchase 
anything with their new "credit 
card" deserves to have gotten 
swindled. 

The Hype 

You might know this one 
better as the change scam. 
Someone makes a purchase, 
all the while chatting amiably 
with the cashier. He then asks 
if the cashier could maybe 
make some change for him, as 
he is holding a wad of cash in 
his hand, including the change 
that she just gave him for his 
purchase. You can see where 
this scam is going. To make a 
long and complicated scam 
short, the con man manages to 
confuse the cashier and bilk 
more money out of her. All of 
this is done in a very natural, 
relaxed and unassuming man- 
ner, making it all the more dif- 
ficult to realize that you are 
being conned. 

This is a really popular 
con because you really can't 
get caught. The con artist is an 
expert at this and has done it so 
many times that he/she has an 
answer for every different situ - 
ation. Even if the cashier 
catches on to the scam, all the 
con artist has to do is com- 
pletely agree with the cashier 
and sheepishly admit that they 
got a little confused, it's easy 
to see how it could happen. 

Sweepstakes Scam 

Many scams involve tell- 
ing people that they've won 
some kind of a prize, money or 
trip. All you 

have to do to ==^== 
collect your 
winnings is 
send the 
postage and 



Taxation Canada of your prize 
(you will be billed by mail for 
the taxes). If you are in doubt, 
contact your local Better Busi- 
ness Bureau and inquire about 
the company. Just remember, 
if something sounds too good 
to be true, it probably is. If you 
really did win a prize from a 
legitimate company, they won't 
charge you for anything, and 
they won't mind holding your 
prize until you ' ve checked them 
out. 

Employment Opportunities 

For people who are des- 
perate to find a job, or want to 
leave the one they already have, 
con men have the perfect scam. 
While reading through the clas- 
sified section of the newspa- 
per, you may come across a job 
that sounds absolutely fantas- 
tic. You call the number given 
in the ad to get more informa- 
tion. That is when you find out 
that there is a small fee for the 
information about the job, but 
they promise you that it will be 
worth your while. After all, a 
job like this doesn ' t come along 
everyday. 

Legitimate jobs do not 
have a fee for obtaining infor- 
mation nor do they usually 
charge for applying. The best 
part of this scam is that it does 
not stop there. As in the U.S. 
Postal Worker Scam, people 
were conned not only into pay- 
ing for information about the 
job, but they were suckered 
into paying large sums of 
money for courses on how to 
be a postal worker. They were 
charged for fake uniforms, 
books and equipment that was 
absolutely useless. Make sure 
that if you are looking for a job, 
you contact the place of em- 
ployment directly and don't go 
through some indirect agency 
that probably just wants your 
money.

But the 
swindler has no means of se- 
curing a loan for you and will 
just disappear with your up 
front fee. 

For students who may 
have gotten themselves into a 
little bit of credit trouble, or 
had problems getting OSAP, 
this scam is particularly effec- 
tive. Don't believe that some 
independent company has the 
power to get a loan for you 
when you've already been 
turned down. Make sure that 
you have all of the pertinent 
information including what in- 
stitution they claim your loan 
is coming from, and verify it. 
Also check with the Better 
Business Bureau with the name 
of the loan representative that 
you are dealing with, as well as 
the address, and phone number 
of the company.

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Funny Money

The problem of counterfeit money is a very real one that 
costs billions of dollars worldwide. With the new technology in 
photocopying, laser printers, and computer scanners, it is pos- 
sible to actually print your own money in your very own 
basement. Counterfeiters have the ability to produce almost 
identical copies of real bills. This means that governments must 
constantly be looking for new and sophisticated methods of 
manufacturing money that can not be illegally reproduced. The 
irony of the whole situation is that as soon as a new method is 
developped, opportunists have figured out a way to get around 
it. 

In the early nineteen eighties, it was believed that for 
every one million American bills in circulation, five hundred 
were counterfeit. While American bills are the forgers' favour- 
ite, Canadian bills do not have a much better track record. Back 
in nineteen seventy-four, for every one thousand Canadian fifty 
dollar bills, one was fake. This caused a huge push to tighten the 
security and integrity of Canadian money and has lead to 
Canada having some of the most affective and sophisticated 
protective measures. 

The Central Bank of Canada developped a new line of 
fifty dollar bills that contain an Optical Security Device (OSD) 

that is virtually 
impossible to 
replicate in 
mass produc- 
tion. Since 
most counter- 
feiters, or at 
least the real 
problem ones, 
do not produce 
counterfeit bills 
one at a time, 
this OSD is doing the trick. In the upper left-hand corner of the 
bill is an eleven millimeter by twelve and a half milimeter thin- 
film filter patch that changes colour from gold to green. This 
security device was chosen above several others because of its 
effectiveness and its ability to withhold the abuse that a bill 
sustains. 

Thin-film filters are relatively expensive to use, they raise 
the cost of producing one fifty dollar bill by fourty-five percent, 
from five and a half cents to eight cents. Canadian government 
officials believe that the money saved by reduced counterfeiting 
will more than make up for this additional expense. This is a 
strong indication of just how much counterfeiting costs to not 
only the government but to businesses, banks, and everyday 
people. 

The tend of tightening anti-counterfeiting measures is one 
that is being felt all over the world. In Britain, for example, 
metal strips were placed in banknotes to make the cost of forgery 
too great and too difficult for the illegal printer to copy. Then 
in nineteen eighty-seven, fine threads were woven right onto the 
surface of paper bills. This technique was also one of many that 
was adopted by the American government to dissuade counter- 
feiters. They also employed micro-print, water-marks, and 
colour-shifting ink (it looks green straight on and black from an 
angle) to ensure the authenticity of the bill. 

With all of these high tech security measures in place, it 
should be a given that the money we use everyday is actually 
worth something. This is not always true. While most phoney 
bills are knowingly passed by counterfeiters or their customers, 
they do get into circulation and can be given back as change to 
an unsuspecting person. The next time that person goes to use 
the phony bill, they might discover that it's useless. Not only is 
this inconvenient, but the counterfeiter has essentially just 
stolen money from your pocket. Counterfeiting is not a 
'victimless crime' and we all end up paying for the misdeeds of 



Credit Card Fraud & You

Credit cards are more 
popular than cash these days, 
which means that the oppor- 
tunity for credit card fraud is 
expanding. This is the most 
common and costly form of 
fraud in the world today. It 
effects everyone with a credit 
card, whether credit card com- 
panies admit it or not. Last 
year credit card fraud cost 
businesses and individuals 
over$2bi!lion. That's a hefty 
price tag for a crime that 
doesn't command a lot of 
media or police attention. It 
wasn ' t until relatively recently 
that banks took the initiative 
to respond instantly to cards 
reported stolen, and render the 
card inoperable. Until then, 
there was a delay between the 
time of the card being reported 
as stolen and the time it took 
for the security alert to go out. 

Credit card theft is actu- 
ally hard to detect. The most 
proficient thief is very choosy, 
not all cards hold the same 
amount of interest. Wallet 
theft does not necessarily 
mean that the whole wallet is 
pilfered. How often do peo- 
ple check through their entire 
wallet to make sure that eve- 



rything is still there? If at first 
glance, everything is there, no 
one is going to double check. 
Meanwhile, the thief is out there 
making fraudulent purchases 
with your credit card. Thieves 
will also steal bank account 
information so that they can 
establish a new line of credit 
with your information. While 
they go on a shopping spree, 
your card is still in your wallet. 
You get a surprise bill, and 
since your card has not been 
reported stolen, you have to 
pay. 

Even when you use your 
card in a legitimate place of 
business, you are at risk from 
unscrupulous people. When 
you turn your card over, it is 
very easy for a dishonest per- 
son to record the number and 
expiry date on a separate piece 
of paper. One phone call and a 
bit of smooth-talking later; they 
have a shiny new card with 
your name on it. Credit card 
companies urge users to always 
keep an eye on their card, make 
restaurant staff keep it well out 
of the reach of customers when 
running a tab, and never let 
anyone record your number on 
any document other than your 
bill. 

Credit cards become easy 
targets for theft when they are 



sent through the mail. They are 
easily identified through the 
envelope and there are no in- 
surmountable security meas- 
ures to prevent someone from 
intercepting your card before it 
ever reaches you. On your 
monthly bills, it will state wlien 
you should expect to receive 
your new card. If it does not 
come when it you expected it, 
call the credit card company 
and let them know. The last 
thing that anyone needs is to 
have someone out there using 
their card and racking up a huge 
bill. 

Surprisingly, when credit 
cards are stolen, they are not 
used to make extravagant pur- 
chases. Most cards are used to 
make several small purchases 
at retailers both large and small. 
The merchandise that is bought 
with the fraudulent cards is then 
resold on the black-market, 
"out of the back of a truck", 
and at flea markets. The crime 
is virtually untraceable. 
Scammers can always come up 
with new ways to use your card 
and no one else really cares if 
your card has been stolen, so 
take care and pay attention.

So who do contact to re- 




The first place to 
call is your local police depart- 
ment. Almost all police de- 
partments have a fraud divi- 
sion that will know how to han- 
dle your particular complaint. 
Chances are pretty good that 
they will have already heard of 
the particular scam that you 
were stung by. The next thing 
that you should do is call the 
Better Business Bureau and 
alert them of the scam. If they 
don't already know about it, 
they will be able to warn peo- 



ple after you what new scam 

is in operation. If any part of 

the scam was conducted 

through the mail, call the Post 

Office and let them know. 

Mail fraud is a federal 

offense and brings with it 

serious consequences. 

No one should be al- 
lowed to get away with ex- 
ploiting unsuspecting peo- 
ple. The worst part of the 
con artists technique is that 
they strike you were it hurts 
most. They violate your 
trust and steal your money. 
They prey on the vulnerable 
people of the world, includ- 
ing the poverty stricken (by 
robbing them of their avail- 
able credit), elderly, physi- 
cally disabled, as well as the 
mentally and emotionally 
vulnerable. These people 
have no sense of right and 
wrong and deserve the worst 
that we can possibly throw at 
them. 
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National AIDS Awareness Week

This week is National AIDS 
Awareness Week, sponsored by the 
Canadian AIDS Society. LlTsHealth 
Services, with invited guests the Sud- 
bury chapter of ACCESS, will hold 
an information day on Tuesday out- 
side the Great Hall. AIDS Aware- 
ness Week runs from Monday, Sep- 
tember 29, to Sunday, October 5. 

The statistics on AIDS be- 
come more disturbing, as the experts 
said they would, with each passing 
year. According to the Canadian 
AIDS Society, between 3,000 to 5,000 
Canadians become infected with HIV 
each year. There are suspected to be 
50,000 Canadians infected with HIV, 
and there were 14,185 reported cases 
of AIDS in Canada at this time last 
year. This number jumped to 14,836 
by March 3 1 of this year. The Soci- 
ety says half of the new cases of HIV 
are amongst people under the age of 
25. This age group is also suspected 
to be under- re presented in the statis- 
tics "[b]ecause young people with 
HIV progress to AIDS much more 
slowly than older persons". It is the 
number one killer of men between 
the age of 25 and 44 in Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver, which un- 
derscores the previous point. Ac- 
cording to the Society, 63% of women 
who contract AIDS do so through 
"heterosexual contact" and notes that 
women have "a shorter survival rate 
upon diagnosis." 

Aside from the enormous 
human cost of AIDS, the Society also 
points to the staggering economic 
cost. AIDS is said to be a $1 billion 
burden on our medical system annu- 
ally. John McCallum, who is the 
Chief Economist for the Royal Bank 
of Canada, believes the loss in "hu- 
man capital" ("the value of people's 
skills, education and productivity") 
to be in the range of $8 billion annu- 
ally, reaching $ 1 5 billion by the year 
2000. 

If the last six months fol- 
lowed the trend of the previous six, 1 
in 22,000 Canadians contracted AIDS 
in the past year. If you have ever 
bought a lottery ticket, you had better 
be thinking about AIDS. The follow- 
ing is the Canadian AIDS Society's 



"10 Things You Need To Know 
About HIV/AIDS" (verbatim): 

1. The AIDS pandemic has left no 
continent untouched. As of Decem- 
ber 1996, the: Joint United Nations 
Programme on HIV/AIDS 
(UNAIDS) estimated that 22.6 mil- 
lion men, women and children world- 
wide were living with HIV/ AIDS and 
over 6.4 million had already died as a 
result of the infection. In Canada, 
more than 20,000 AIDS cases have 
been reported as of April 1997 (ed. 
note: some have died), and at least 
50,000 Canadians have contracted 
the virus. Each year, as many as 
5,000 more people are infected. Over 
half of these are younger than 25. 

2. AIDS (acquire immunodeficiency 
syndrome) results from the late stage 
of infection with HIV (human immu- 
nodeficiency virus). In some adults, 
AIDS can take more than 1 years to 
develop. Thus, a person infected 
with HIV may look and feel healthy 
for many years, but he or she can still 
transmit the virus to someone else, 
which is why it is very important for 
individuals to get tested. 

3. HIV is found in the following types 
of fluid: 

* semen (and pre-ejaculate fluid) 

* vaginal secretion 

* blood 

* breast milk 

4. HIV does not survive long outside 
the body, and therefore can only be 
transmitted when certain types of 
body fluid (see above) an infected 
individual enters an uninfected indi- 
vidual. Examples include: 

* having unprotected sex (vaginal, 
anal or oral) with someone infected 
with HIV 

* sharing needles to inject drugs in- 
cluding steroids, or for body piercing 
or tattooing, with someone infected 
with HIV (HIV-infected blood is 
passed directly into your blood from 
needles or syringes) 

* from an infected mother to her child 



during pregnancy or delivery, or in 
infancy through breastfeeding 

5. Sexual transmission of HIV can be 
prevented. Sexual intercourse, 
whether heterosexual or homosexual, 
is the major route of transmission of 
HIV. 

You can prevent the sexual transmis- 
sion of the virus by: 

* abstaining from sexual intercourse 
(this is the only 100% safe and effec- 
tive way to avoid the risk of becom- 
ing infected with HIV.) 

* practising mutual monogamy (hav- 
ing sex with only one partner who has 
sex only with you) with an uninfected 
partner 

You can significantly reduce the risk 
of spreading HIV through sexual in- 
tercourse by: 

* using latex condoms correctly from 
start to finish with each act of vaginal 
or anal intercourse 

* using a condom cut open, dental 
dam, or household non-micro wavable 
plastic wrap while performing each 
act of oral sex on a woman 

* using a latex condom correctly from 
start to finish while performing each 
act of oral sex on a man 

* engaging in safer sex practices - 
that involve no penetration -such as 
dry kissing, massaging, hugging, 
touching, body-rubbing, and mastur- 
bation 

6. Infection through blood can be 
stopped. Blood for transfusion can 
be tested for HIV infection and dis- 
carded if contaminated. Needles, sy- 
ringes, and other skin-piercing in- 
struments should be sterilized or dis- 
carded after each use and should never 
be shared. When a person uses these 
instruments, some of the individual 's 
blood remains, and if other people 
use the same instrument, they could 
be shooting HIV directly into their 
bloodstream. 

7. You do not get HIV from: 

* donating blood 



* mosquito bites and other bug bites 

* sharing cups and utensils 

* sneezes or coughs 

* hugging, touching, or dry kissing a 
person with HIV 

* sharing telephones, computers or 
coffee pots 

* going to any public place with HIV 
infected people (pools, movies, etc.) 

* drinking fountains or toilet seats 

8. Discrimination against people with 
HI V/ AIDS - or those thought to be at 
risk of infection - violates individual 
human rights and endangers public 
health. It gives people outside the 
stigmatized group a sense that the 
threat of infection, and thus the need 
for personal precautions, has been 
removed. It also drive the AIDS 
problem underground, making all 
efforts at prevention and care much 
more difficult. 

9. AIDS affects EVERYONE - EDU- 
CATE YOURSELF AND OTHERS. 
Every day, according to UNAIDS, 
over 8,500 people worldwide are 
newly infected with HIV. Be aware 
of the trends of the disease and the 
behaviours that could put you at risk. 
HIV/ AIDS affects people of all geo- 
graphic locations, ages, races, 
ethnicities, social classes and sexual 
orientations. Education is crucial in 
both helping to prevent the spread of 
HIV/ AIDS and ensuring compassion 
for those affected by and infected 
with HIV/AIDS. 

10. YOU can help stop the spread of 
HIV/AIDS! Get involved in commu- 
nity efforts. AIDS Awareness Week 
(29 September to 5 October 1997) 
and World AIDS Day (December 1) 
are special opportunities every year 



to focus attention on this urgent chal- 
lenge that affects us all.

Well, once again Cinefest has come and gone and has left a 
lasting impression on everyone who attended. I enjoyed this festival 
so much more than last year, and I hope that next year will be the same. 
After talking to many people throughout the time, the most common 
reaction to Cinefest was that it was great.

I attended what I could, missing a few movies here and there 
due to unforeseen circumstances (i.e. volunteering, pay-per-view 
wrestling, and a jerk here and there) but all in all I had a blast!

The Rest Of Cinefest

seeing again. Here is the rest of what I saw at Cinefest *97. 

As I worked the opening night gala, I was able to watch Atom Egoyan's The Sweet Hereafter. This was a 
strange yet interesting tale about a lawyer who goes to a small town after being hired to find compensation for 
families who lost their children in a fatal bus accident. The movie is a little slow at points, but the acting by Sarah 
Polley as the sole child survivor and the underlying tale of the Pied Piper makes this a wonderful yet dramatic tale. 
As we see more families' trauma and stories, as well as the heartache suffered by the lawyer in his own life this tale 
makes you care more then you think you should for the characters on the screen. And if you do see this movie, the 
bus accident is done in a very tasteful way and not overdone as most movie makers would do. 

My next movie was Michael Moore's documentary of his book tour called The Big One. The funny thing 
about this movie is Moore decided without telling his publisher to film his tour. Of course in true Michael Moore 
style, he gets into more trouble with corporate America than anyone could imagine. He is arrested at a Hershey's 
building, sends campaign contributions to the presidential candidates from fake organizations (i.e. Devil Worshipers 
For Dole, and Petaphiles In Support Of Perot), and even tries to convince the president of Nike to open the first 
American Nike plant in Flint, Michigan. If you have ever seen Roger and Me you have to see this movie. It is an 
unintended sequel that will have you thinking about the state of the world today about as hard as you are laughing 
at all the stunts Moore pulls along the way. There are even a few moments where the real life drama of someone's 
life unfolds and grabs you by the heart. If you like Michael Moore, don't miss this one. 

Now if you have ever 
had a party in your house and 
hoped your parents don't find 
out, this is your movie. 
Kitchen Party is the most 
extreme case of parental ob- 
session ever filmed. Scott de- 
cides to have a party while his 
parents attend another across 
town. Of course nothing goes 
as planned as cars become 
smashed, a gun is passed 
around, people get hit, and a 
mothers perfect vacuuming 
pattern is destroyed. Once you 
see the obsession of Spott's 
mother in this movie, you will 
re- think about how bad your 
mother actually was. Just like 
any normal kitchen party, eve- 
rything that can go wrong does, and even the unthinkable happens as Scott tries to maintain order, his girlfriend, and 
keep his psycho brother out of the way. Kitchen Party rocks and you just have to cheer the final scene when Scott 
just sits back and accepts his destiny. 

If you think the problems of Kitchen Party were tough, wait until you see Dream With The Fishes. David 
Arquette plays Terry a voyeur who spies on his neighbors sex lives. As he tries to kill himself he meets his neighbor 
Nick who has a few weeks to live. Nick convinces Terry to go on a vacation with him to live out their fantasies and 
at the end Nick agrees to kill Terry. The fantasies include LSD and nude co-ed bowling just to name a few. This 
is a very low budget road movie, but it has depth and it has meaning. There are many things you come out of the 
movie thinking about, while at the same time you just want to see the cop strung out on acid in the donut shop again. 
Dream with the Fishes was not one of the best movies I saw, but is still worth checking out. 

I also viewed the Canadian Film Centre Shorts and the Animation Attack. The six shorts were interesting, 
but basically your run of the mill storylines ranging from alcoholism through the eyes of a child in Night Of The 
Living, genetic mutation and cloning in Strands, a boys love of hockey in Home Game, a sexually abusive uncle 
in Uncle, a family torn apart by infidelity in Shift, and family ties in Day Pass.

They try to convince 
him with music, his wife, his lover, his friends, by turning off the water, 
electricity, and anything else they can think of including a very annoying 
poet. It almost plays out as Abbott and Costello VS Hitler in many parts. As 
the movie progresses we see the comedy of the men and the drama and 
anguish of the father try ing to free his son. It is only when the two finally work 
together that something is accom- 
plished, which too is filled with 
laughs and tears.

My Two Cents' Worth - Free Money!

Well, another year has be- 
gun, and with it another barrage 
of expenses for tuition, books, 
clothes, basic living expenses, and 
of course, fun. Needless to say, 
these expenses have to be paid 
for, and there is one basic ques- 
tion that scours the minds of many : 
How? How do I pay for credit 
cards and otherexpenses, and keep 
enough money in my savings ac- 
count so that my personal cheques 
at the grocery store don't come 
backNSF? 

There are many possible 
suggestions on how to handle this 
predicament. Some legal, some 
not. One legal way in which to get 
your hands on some money is 
through the student awards of- 
fice, known by many as the OS AP 
office. There you will find a huge 
assortment of money prizes just 
waiting to be won, in the form of 
scholarships and bursaries. Each 
award has different requirements, 
so you have to read your LU Cal- 
endar for more details. However, 
the following may help to let you 



know what's out there. 

Firstly, scholarships. Schol- 
arship applications are due May 1 of 
each year, so you are out of luck for 
this year. Often scholarships not ap- 
plied for will have the application 
process extended into the new school 
year. There are some for specific 
programs, years, ethnic backgrounds, 
athletic and community involvement, 
and from parent's employers. Marks 
are a major consideration and finan- 
cial need is sometimes considered. 
LU also has new scholarships of 
$1000 if your average is above 80%, 
and $2500 if your average is 90% or 
more and you are on the Dean ' s Honor 
List (full course load of 30 credits). A 
new incentive to buy books! 

Second is bursaries. Bursary 
forms are available in September, so 
apply now! Bursaries may be applied 
for throughout the school year. Fi- 
nancial need is a major considera- 
tion, and unlike scholarships, marks 
are not as important in the selection 
process. Again, the prizes are awarded 
to different years, concentrations and 
backgrounds. In addition to these 
there are many awards given by UC, 



UofS, Huntington, and Thornloe. 
Many require you to take a course 
through them to be eligible to ap- 
ply. Note that this is a separate 
process, you must obtain an appli- 
cation form directly from the spe- 
cific college, and the deadline is 
approaching very quickly (within 
the next two weeks!) 

In addition to these, Lau- 
rentian has a loan fund. This fund 
is not for movie money, however, 
it is "...for essential educational 
and living expenses only. ..where 
the student can demonstrate that 
he/she will be in receipt of guaran- 
teed funds (e.g. OS AP)." Consider 
it a very last resort, as it is gener- 
ally only given when OSAP is 
delayed. 

Even if you think you don't 
have a chance, apply anyway. 
There are many unclaimed schol- 
arships and bursaries just crying 
out to be won. Don't complain 
tuition is too high, just do some- 
thing about it! And that's my two 
cents' worth.
